AFFAIRS OF THE EAST. 


LoNnov, Aug. 10. 


The despatches received last night 


at the Foreign ofiice, from the Right 
lion. R. Gordon, are dated Constanti- 
nople. July 17. On the day previous, 
Mr. Gordon had an interview with the 
Sultan, and was most favorably received, 
and from the negotiations that have al- 
ready been carried on betv. een the Al- 
lied Ambassadors, and the Porte, a 
most favorable determination is expec- 


ted. 


By the Flanders mail, which arrived 


vesterday, (Aug. 9th,) we have received 
a Prussian State Gazette to the 4th inst. 
\\hich contains news of considerable in- 
terest from various quarters of the The- 
atre of War. The Russian1-, it seems, 
have succeeded in deceiving the enemy 
in Schoumla as regards the object of 
their march. The Turks imagining 
that that town was threatened, directed 
their entire attention to it, while the 
Russians, with a view to keep up the 
delusion, ne\er moved any of their 
troops from Schoumla, until their place 
was supplied by reinforcements from 
St!istria, when a vigorous movement 
took place, silently, and by night. 
On 


1 he 8th, says the Prussian State Ga- 
zette, after detailing a variety of prelim- 
enary movements and skirmishes,"Gen- 
cral Roth marched towards Aspro, and 
pushed his advanced guard to Palisfand, 
the most elevated point of the Great 
Balkan; the enemy was struck with such 
terror that he did not even attempt to 
dispute the 
passage over this lofty 


mountain, which may be considered as 
having been overcome at least by the 
left colurms. 
Ail our troops continue 


their movements to day. 
The Grand 


Vizier has not made the smallest move- 
ment from Schoumla." 


The AllgemeineZeitung, dated Aug. 


2, received by the same mail, states that 
on opening the negociatlons, Mr. Fon- 
ton demanded so large an indemnity for 
the expense of the war and private 
claims, that the Turkish Commission- 
ers declared that they need not lay such 
documents before their government.— 
The securities asked, were the occupa- 
tion of Silistria andJRudschuck, and all 
the Tui kish fortresses and ports on the 
Black Sea now occupied by the Rus- 
sians. 
It is affirmed that the Porte, on 


its part, demands the evacuation oi" the 
Turkish Territory by the enemy's 
troops. "These proposals/5 adds the 
Allgemeine Zeitung, "if really made, 
are however only preliminary, and may 
be greatly modified in the negociation." 
The communications between the Reis 
Effendi and the Grand Vizier are fre- 
quent. 


The French papers states that the

Tecumseh.—In conversation with a 


gentleman the other day about the pe- 
culiar traits of Indian character, he 
related an anecdote of the celebrated 
Tecumseh, which singularly evinces 
the sagacity and shrewdness of this 
warrior, and the manner by which he 
first acquired that unlimited influence 
which lie possessed over his tribe. 
It 


is wHl known that formerly the Indians 
regarded an eclipse, rilher of the Sun 
or Moon, as a terrible portentous o- 
mon ; and whenever one occurred^a 
council was usually held to ascertain 
the cause of the wrath of the Great 
Spirit. At the disastrous defeat of St. 
Clair, while they were in ihc eager 
chase of the unfortunate fugitives, they 
were thrown into such consternation 
that the pursuit was stopped, and a 
consultation held ; and so long was the 
debate, that an opportunity was afford- 
ed the shattered remnant of the army 
to reach a place of security. While 
some traders were visiting their settle- 
ments on the Wabash in the spring of 
1806, Tecumseh learned from them 
that a total eclipse of the sun would 
tyke place on the 16th oi June. 
Know- 


ing the superstition of his people, he 
dexterously resolved to make use of 
this information for his own advan- 
tage; and accordingly represented to 
them, that the Great. Spirit had con- 
stituted him his agent upon earth, and 
that, if they did not implicitly comply 
with his directions, the sun would on a 
certain day hide his head and with- 
draw the light of his countenance from 
them. To their amazement, this pre- 
diction was fulfilled; and ever after, 
they submitted to his dictation with 
a confidence that was never shaken, un- 
til his career was terminated.

The read- 
er has heard of that extraordinary 
tree in Numington, so large that a 
coach and horbe.s can be driven with 
ease through its hollow trunk!—of 
that wide spreading oak at Nisrnes, 
said to cover an acre of ground i—as 
also of the far-famed Indian Upas, so 
baneful in its effects, that instant death 
would attend the temerity of that tra- 
veller v/ho should approach within five 
miles of it, and whose vicinage is cov- 
ered with the dead bodies of the ani- 
mals, and reptiles, birds, and insects, 
v/hich have venturer] within the sphere 
of its contagious influence !

tree on which oysters were the fruit?— 
Nay, start not, gentle reader. This 
branch oi the main river that I have 
been speaking of, is so lined with trees 
and underwoods, as almost to exclude 
the rays of the sun. The branches of 
these trees, like the weeping willow, 
grow downward ; at high water, the 
tide rising and falling six or seven feet 
every twelve hours, and overwhelming 
the low-lands, these branches become 
partly immersed.
